A. A student should attend an acered- 
ited high school because first of all such a 
school in general offers better education 
than one that is not accredited, There could 
be an exception to the general rule because 
of one or two unusually gifted teachers in 
an unaccredited school but that is a rare 
exception, An unaccredited high school 
must offer one or more definitely planned 
school programs, Most high schools offer 
two or three definitely planned school pro- 
grams as follows: 

One program is developed for those 
who know they are going on to college. 
Another program gives basic education

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courses but also gives commercial subjects 
such as typewriting, shorthand, bookkeep- 
ing, and simple accounting. Students in the 
second program may be able to take enough 
basie subjects to qualify to enter college 
and still do the commercial subjects, 

A third program includes some of the 
basic subjects that are necessary for suc- 
cess in college but offers vocational educa- 
tion work in agriculture primarily for the 
boys and home economics primarily for the 
grils and in the twons eand cities of- 
fers what might be called work experiences 
outside of classroom attendance in trade 
and industrial occupations. The larger ac- 
credited high schools can offer all three 
courses and can assist the student in shift- 
ing from one program to another if the 
student with the help of the faculty decides 
that his talents and desires are such that 
he could profit from shifting over to one of 
the other programs. 


A student finishing an accredited high 
school enters college without any tests or 
examinations, but a student from an un- 
accredited high school is required to take 
tests or examinations, The pupils in the 
unaccredited high school is handicapped if 
he wants: to go to college and may be even 
worse handicapped if he or she seeks to 
enter vocational or trade occupations. The 
unaccredited high school cannot offer voca- 
tional education through State and Federal 
aid for vocational teachers because ‘this 
type aid is limited to accredited high 
schools. There is not enough state aid to 
provide all the vocational teachers needed 
for all the accredited high schools and the 
State is certainly operating on a sound pol- 
icy in not attempting to offer vocational 
education in the unaccredited high schools, 

2. Can a high school be establish- 
ed without a survey from your office? 

A. A high school cannot be accredited 


unless a survey from the State Department 
of education shows that it should be an ap- 
proved high school, 

3. Has a survey been made in the 
New Hope and Zion Chapel communi- 
tigs of Coffee County? If so, what is 
the recommendation for establishing 
any new hign schools in this county? 

A. The State Department of Education 
survey of Coffee County does not recom- 
mend either New Hope or Zion Chapel for 
a senior high school. 

4. If you were to recommend the 
establishment of a hieh school, would 
there be any money available for build- 
ing and equipping a secondary school? 

A. There is not State money for build- 
ing or equipping any high school at thig 
time. 

5. Will students from an unac- 
credited high school have to take an 
entrance examination to enter an ac- 
credited high school? 

A. Students in unaccredited high 
schools have to take entrance examinations 
to enter college, 

6. Will the high school athletic 
board allow an unaccredited high 
school to play footbell and basketball 
with an unaccredited high school? Zion 
Chapel residents have leveled a field 
for football and were reported ready to 
put lights on it), 

A, Unaccredited high schools are not 
approved for football and basketball sche- 
dules and tournaments, 

7. How much money will it take to 
establish an accredited high school, 
starting from scratch as they are in 
Zion Chapel and New Hope communi- 
ties? Is it feasible to do this for a po- 
tential student body of around 70 high 
school students? This money is to be 
Spent on libraries, science, agriculture 
and home economics equipment and 
nothing on a building. 


A. It is not feasible to build a high 
school for 70 high school students in an 
unapproved center in the State and I doubt 
if it will ever be advantageous to do so. 

8. What average daily attendance 
must an accredited high school have 
per teacher? 

A. Five teachers is the minimum re- 
quired for an accredited high school. 

9. What is the teacher load in an 
accredited high school? Please explain 
teacher load. , 

A. Teacher loads vary in high schools 
but the average should not exceed 30 pupils 
per teacher, 

10. What is the approximate num- 
ber of students needed to warrant es- 
tablishing a high school in a situation 
like Zion Chapels? 

A. The six-year high school is better 
for the children if the enrollment is be- 
tween 750 and 1,000. The State has approv- 
ed senior high schools for 5 teachers and 
approximately 150 pupils but such approval 
is only where pupils cannot be transported 
to larger high schools because of distance, 
poor road conditions or natural barriers. 


Forming New High Schools in County Is Bad Situation 


Why Coffee County taxpayers and 
school patrons allow a handful of people to 
continue the impossible experiment of set- 
ting up high schools at Zion Chapel and 
New Hope 1s more than we can understand. 

To prove to ourselves and readers that 
the school board is on the wrong track, we 
sent Dr, A. R. Meadows, state superinten- 
dent of education, the list of questions 
printed above. Not a single answer supports 
the establishment of high schools at Zion 
Chapel and New Hope, 

Dr. Meadows, with a doctorate in edu- 
cation and a lifetime of experience in the 
public schools, is supported by other train- 
ed educators. They have no Sympathy with 
“empire building” and completely disregard 
jurisdictional disputes between city and 
county boards. Their main interest is get- 
ting the most and best education possible 
for Alabama children with money and facil- 
ities available. The Coffee County Board of 
Education should have the same interests, 

A tragic part of the situation is the 
misleading information being fed to stu- 
dents and patrons at Zion Chapel school. An 
Elba businessman told me he was present 
when students at the school were told the 
vocational agriculture department from Fl- 
ba would be eventually moved to Zion Cha- 

| el. Dr. Meadows writes, “An unaccredited 
high school cannot offer vocational edu- 
cation.”” That ought to wind up any dis- 
cussion about Zion Chapel ever being able 
\to offer vocational agriculture, 

Tied in with the establishment of an 
| unaeeredited high school is the school bus 
situation. In a frantic effort to boost en- 
rollment in the Zion Chapel high school, 
buses have been sent south of Victoria and 
beyond New Hope. Opening day of school 
buses ranged far and wide in an effort to 
| get students for their classrooms. With ad-

ditional teachers over those normally auth- 
orized by average daily attendance and 
|many extra miles put on their:school buses, 
|who can honestly say the high school at 
|Zion Chapel is being conducted at “no addi- 
tional expense”’ to the taxpayers. 


The situation at Zion Chapel and New 
Hope has been pointed out to Clipper read- 
ers time and again. In connection with 
National Newspaper Week (Oct, 1-8), we 
are going to say that The Clipper has per- 
formed its job in this problem. According 
to the textbook free government can not 
function satisfactorily unless the peopie 
know what is going on, what their problems 
and perils are, how their officials and rep- 
resentatives are doing their jobs and their 
needs and opportunities are. 

Few Clipper readers can honestly say 
they don’t know the Coffee County Boara 
cf Education is unwisely attempting to es- 
tablish two new high schools in the county. 
Now, according to the textbook, an aroused 
and informed electorate will descend on the 
county board of education and in the best 
traditions of democracy see that the experi- 
ments at Zion Chapel and New Hope are 
stopped. 

Theoretically that is why the school 
boards have so much authority in the edu- 
cational field. Because they are close to the 
problem they are supposed to know more 
about the local situation than anyone else 
and thus be able to handle it better. When 
they get out of line, an informed an aggres- 
Sive electorate will descend upon them and 
get them to take corrective action, 

Like in many other situations, what 
looks good in the textbook just doesn’t work 
out in practice. Here in Coffee County the 
people have an excellent opportunity to 
prove “home rule” is best. Most persons 
sincerely believe no federal or state admin- 
istrator should be able to sit at a desk in 
Washington or Montzomery and dictate 
what should be done in Coffee County 
schools.

Your Health 


If your teet ache, you ache all 
over. Improperly fitting footgear 
cause corns, callouses, bunions 
and ingrown toenails; all of 
which, when neglected, produce 
pain. When the shoes and hos- 
lery produce a friction on the 
toes and soles of the feet, cal- 
louses and corns result. Over- 
growth of bones frequently place 
an abnormal pressure on the 
skin with the same result. Oth- 
er factors are high heels, which 
throw the body weight out of 
proportion, pointed toes and!
